The communication filed June 4, 2003 as Paper No. 19 is not fully responsive to the Office communication mailed December 31, 
2002 as Paper No. 15 because the amendmmt to the claims does not comply with eitho- the previous or revised rules for 
amendments. Applicant has attempted to comply with the revised rules by supplying only one (marked up) copy of the amendment. 
In order for the amendment to comply, however, all claims that were pending at any time in the case must be included in the 
amaidment. Specifically, the claims and their status must be stated clearly in a complete set of the claims, including those claims that 
are/were cancelled and/or those claims that are/were withdrawn. In the instant case, applicant needs to come in and specifically list 
claims 16, 17 and 19-21, even if the claims are cancelled or withdrawn. Without a listing of the claims in fiill text (if they are still 
pending) or listed parenthetically as cancelled, the record is unclear as to whether the claims are still pending or are cancelled, since 
the amendmmt as filed under the new rules constitutes a complete replacement of the previous claims.
